From General Heifter’s Quarters at Tirnau, Jan.8. 

HE 6th of this Month a Deferter came 

hither,who being examin’d reported, that 

Bothiani, one of the principal Officers of 

the Malecontents,. having drawn toge- 

ther 24 Troops of Huffars and feveral 
thoufand Peafants, which had difpers’d themfelves in 
the Mountains upon the Defeat of the Army of the 
Malecontents near Tignau, hadppals d the Waeg with 
them, and had pofted himfelf near the little Lown 
of Smolonitz, with defign to crofs the Country of 
Wittemberg the next day (the 7th) and make a Di- 
verfion in Moravia or on the Frontier of Auftria. 
Upon this Report, General Heifter march’d from 
hence that Night, with 1400 Horfe to endeavour to 
furprize the Malecontents. The 7th, early in the 
Morning, he came in fight of their Camp, and found 
them drawn up in Order of Battle, which made him 
fufpect they had Intelligence of his approach : How- 
ever they prefently retir’d over the Waag. Where- 


‘upon, the Town and Caftle of Smolonitz furrendred 


that day to General Heifter, and-all the Peafants that 
were inArms in thatPlace,andin theCountry adjacent, 
laid them down and accepted the genetal Amnefty 
publifh’d lately by thatGeneral.All theCountry on the 
hither fide of the Waag is clear'd of the Malecon- 
tents, by the taking of Smolonitz; » And will now 
furnith Subfiftance to the Imperial Troops. To day 
the Artillery that we took from the Malecontents in 
the Bartle fought near this Place the 26th of Decem- 
ber,’ was fenr from hence to Leopolftad. Count Be- 
rezeni is about Lewentz with a {mall Body of Male- 
contents ; And Prince Ragotski is gone to joyn Gene- 
ral Forgatz on the Prontier, of Tranfilyania. 

Tite 11th -of this Month, Count 
Caunitz, Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, was found 
dead in his Bed. ‘An Exprefs is difpatch’d from hence 
with a Letter from the Emperor to the Elector of 
Mentz, toacquaint him with the Death of the faid 
Count, and to defire his EleCtoral Highnefs (who as 
Chancellor of the Empire has a Right to nominate 
a Perfon to fucceed the deceafed,) not to be hafty in 
his.Choice ; but to come to an Underftanding with 
the Imperial Court firft, that fome Perfon may be 
agreed on between them, to the Satisfaction both of 
his Imperial Majefty and his Electoral Highnefs. 
’Tis faid the Imperial Court had Reafon to defire 
this of his Electoral Highnefs; he having declar'd 
often before Count Caunitz died, that-he would not 
again nominate a Bohemian or Auftrian to the afore- 
faid Office, as he had done twice. There are feveral 
Competitors for this Place of Vice-Chancellor of 
the Empire, viz. The Abbot of Kempten, the young 
Count of Schonborn, the Baron van Stadian, the 
Counts of Bonienburg, Goes, Leeuwenftein, and 
Zinzendorf. The 14th inftant, Francis. Ignatius 
Count Wratiflaw, Governour of Bohemia, &c. and 
lately Imperial Ambaffador at the Court of England, 
was Sworn of the Emperor's Privy Council. The 


Baffa of Temifwaer refufes to let Monfieur des 
Alleurs, (who was fent by the Court of France with 
Money to Prince Ragotski, and took thatPlace in 
his way,) proceed any further on that Errand. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Jan. 30. 

Vienna, Jan.17. Two or three days ago an Exprefs 
atriv’d here, with Letters from the Archbifhop of Co- 
lozza tothe Imperial Minifters ; which Letters are 
fuppos’d to be written in behalf of Prince Ragotski ; 
but the Contents of them are not yet made publick. 
Tis confirm’d that that Prince is gone towards Tran- 
filvania. The Army-of the Malecontents has dimi- 
nifh’d daily, fince the defeat given them the 26th of 
laft Month. Count Berezeni continues at Lewentz 
or thereabouts, but we-cannot learn what is become 
of Count Caroli. Some Inhabitants of Peft, whom 
the Malecontents took laft Year, and were lately ex- 
chang’d, report, that the Hungarians beyond the Ti- 
bifcus know nothing of the Victory gain'd by Gene- 
ral | Heifter; that on the contrary they have been 
made to believe the Malecontents had the advantage. 
We have Intelligence from General Heifter’s Camp, 
that fome,Thoufands of Malecontents having agen 
pafs’d the Waeg,he is march’d with a Body of Troops 
and 4 Pieces of Cannon, in queft of them. Bothiani 
is at prefent at Verboua whence he makes Excurfions 
and incommodes our Forragers a little. An Order 
of the Emperor’s has been publith’d here, which for- 
bids the Exportation of Arms or Ammunition, out of 
his Imperia! Majefty’s Dominions, on pain of Death. 

Ratubon, Jan. 23. Since the Battle of Tirnau, ’tis 
faid Prince Ragotski has fent new Propofals of Ac- 
commodation to the Archbifhop of Colozza; and 
thar thofe Propofals are the Subject of the Letters 
that Prelate has fent to the Imperial Court. The 
Count of Ottingen acts as Vice-Chancellor of the 
Empire, fince the Death of Count Caunitz, till that 
Place is difpos’d of. The Imperialifts raife a grear 
Number of Recruits in Bavaria. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Jan. 27. 

Ulm, Jan. 19. Levies for recruiting the Troops of 
the Circle of Swabia and augmenting them to 12000 
Men, ..are made with fuccefs, in all the Towns and 
Baillywicks dependant on that Circle ; great dili- 
gence is us’d likewife to remount the Cavalry, that 
they may be in a Condition to take the Field early. 
’Tis faid part of the Imperial Troops that are in Win- 
ter-Quarters in Bavaria, are forthwith to follow the 
2 Regiments of Cuiraffiers of Hanover and Gronsfeld, 
which continue their March to reinforce the Army 
commanded by General Heifter in Huugary, the Em- 
peror appearing refolv’d to. purfue the advantage he 
has gain’d over the Malecontents of thar Couatry 
without lofs of Time, that he may afterwards fend 
the ftronger Army into Italy : "Tis talk’d likewife, 
that the reft of the Imperial Troops quarter’d in Ba~ 
varia, will begin their March towards Iraly about the 
end: of February, joyntly with the Prufiian Troops 
that are to ferve in that Country. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Jan. 27. 

Frankfort, Jan..21. They write from ae 
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the 12th of this Month, that sco Imperialifts have 
taken Poffeffion of Berftergalden,a Place belonging to 
the Electot of Cologne fituate 3 Leagues from Saltz- 
bourg. They had fo plentiful a Harveft laft Autumn 
in Tirol, time orders are given for ftoring 3 great Ma- 
gazines in that Country, viz. at Hall, Brixen, and 
‘Trent. So great aNumber of Artillery, and fo large 
a Quantity of Ammunition, ‘is found in the fortified 
Places of Bavaria ; that.his Imperial Majefty will be 
fufficiently provided therewith for 3 Campaigns. 
The Abbots of Magdebourg and Alberftat, are arriv d 
at Ratisbon, to preis the Roman Catholick Envoys to 
follicit their Principals not to perfecute the Proceftants 
in their Dominions, and thereby to prevent the Effect 
of the Refolution faid in fome of. our former to be 
taken by the King of Pruffia.to treat the Roman Ca- 
tholicks in bis Dominions in the fame manner the Pro- 
teftants are treated in the Palatinate and other parts 
of Germany.
